and Central America, which he said 
was one of the most interesting 
trip* he ever hopes to make. They 
landed here late yesterday after a 
flight from. Cozumel island, off the 
Mexican coast with Dr. A. V. Kidder 
of- the Carnegie Institute, who super- 
vised the exploration flight. 


Dr. Kidder. who Is a director pf 


the archaeology department of Car- 
negie institute, and who has .spent 
considerable fime exploring on foot 
the Mayan ruins, in Central Ameri- 
ca,- said the airplane exploration ac- 
complished as much in 25 hours as 
it would take a ground expedition 
five years to do. 


He made the following statement 


describing the exploration:

Next he applies a wet dres- 
sing, of a teaspoonful of tincture of 
iodine (new spelling iodin) to a pint 
of saline solution. That Is a solution 
of, say, a tablespoonful .of common 
salt in a pint of water, that'has been 
boiled. The hand is kept quiet (with 
tho proper splint, bandage or sling) 
and another dressing of the same 
sort applied next day. 
/ Dr. Moorhead says he has' no 
great faith in germ killers because 
all of them are' deficient In actual 
use, for they reach only the surface 
or superficial germs or Infected tis- 
sues, and if used In full strength kill 
the tissues as.well as tho germs. He 
believes the best proof of their In- 
efficiency Is their number, each in 
turn being vaunted as the latest 
and tho best. From the extravagant 
claims made for some of these med- 
icines one might think the medical 
profession had reached tho -flapper 
satgc. One particularly Dr." Moor- 
head considers dangerous because of 
its largo mercury content, and • in 
actual use ho considers it virtual- 
ly a "wound rouge." 


This Dr. Moorhead one likes well 


—tho reason why one need not tell. 


"Let us not forget, however, that 


a first aid antiseptic Is of value as 
a substitute for soap and water 
cleansing." 


Bearing in mind the very particu- 


lar care and immediate attention 
which this authority places first in 
his list 
of* essentials 
in - minor 


wound treatment, you may appreci- 
ate what I mean by "tin doctoring," 
which is so much done in commer- 
cial and industrial plants, 
where 


nurses are hired at bottom prices to 
apply first aid in minor injuries. If 
you're a victim of this form of legiti- 
mate malpractice tlmnk the. greed of 
your employer and tho graft of your 
representatives in the legiolaturc. 


Dr. Moorhead declares that sun- 


light, open air and sea water (the 
salt solution above suggested N!S an 
attempt to imitate sea water) are 
nature's, cures and we should avail 
ourselves of these agencies when 
possible. If conditions permitted, he 
would prefer to leave all wounds 
open to the air and ho knows that 
faco and scalp wounds arc more 
benefited by no dressings than they 
are by any kind of dressing.

Pasteurization .'.;'.' 


Is It all right for .one with tuber- 


culosis to drink raw. milk oi- should 
the milk be. pasteurized? (T. S.) 


"Answer-^-If ;I had tuberculosis I'd 
prefer raw milk. Pasteurization is 
the process of heating any: milk up 
to 145 degrees F. for perhaps 20. 
minutes, then cooling again. This 
is sufficient to kill germs of tuber- 
culosis or other diseases if they have 
been introduced into the milk. The 
main 
purpose of pasteurization 


(which is now'required for all mar- 
ket milk sold in many cities) is to 
kill the tubercle bacilli in it, from 
tuberculous cows. It also kills ty- 
phoid bacilli, if the milk happens to 
be contaminated by a handler who Is 
a typhoid carrier. But one who. has 
tuberculosis can scarcely be reinfect- 
"ed with bovine tuberculosis anyway, 
and so I should prefer the -pure raw. 
milk. I don't know precisely why: 
taste Is ono reason; then I' believe 
the parboiling of pasteurization de- 
stroys not only the vitamins of fresh 
milk but also ferments or something 
similar that are desirable in human 
nutrition. Pasteurization, being 
a 


compromise with carelessness and 
uncleanlincss, is rather a necessary 
evil and surely not a/ thing for tho 
milk man to_boast of. The choicest, 
purest and of courso the most ex- 
pensive grado o$ milk ih certified 
milk — it Is raw, but produced and 
handled under such careful condi- 
tions that it does not require heating 
to kill tho disease germs in It. If 
you can get certified milk to drink, 
that's tho most healthful for any- 
body.

From that point of 
view it could not very well be im- 
proved upon. It is nothing more 
nor, less than a portrayal of what 
;happens. to-a young fellow when he 
Is in the- throes of his first love. 
The passion is usually a subject for 
jest and it is, seldom taken serious- 
ly. But according to. Charles Mor- 
gan, "there> is aji ecstasy and., a sa- 
credness about it for youth -of a 
certain"naturerUiat. makes' It pro- 
foundly moving- and that shakes the 
victim- to"'•, the':' verv;- center. 
. - 


There is not yery'much of a plot 


in - "First Love." The book .is mere- 
ly an account of a) young artist fal- 
ling in love with a^ married woman 
and she falling in love'with him. 
The story is told in the first per- 
son by the artist when he has be- 
come an old man. The action .takes 
place in the days when divorce was 
not as easy as it is today and be- 
sides, , before the end of the book, 
there is a- sort of spiritual death of 
the love that forms the theme of 
the book. The woman remains with 
her husband and the artist goes his 
own way. His later life is left to 
the- imagination. 


That is the framework ot the story 


but the outline given here gives no 
idea of the quality of the book. The 
authors own description of his in- 
tentions may be of help: "Apart 
from the ordinary rewriting and re- 
vision, -I have elaborately« tested 
each word separately, asking my- 
self not only whether it is le.nibt 
juste, but whether it carries precise- 
ly the right emphasis in the position 
it occupies 
It is at once, a study 


of a period, an analysis of -early 
love, and an implied commentary 
on tho art of painting. Its aim is 
to recreato in art that mood of ecs- 
tasy, full of illusion, terror and de- 
light, which marks love's first ap- 
proach." 


Thcro is one more quality in the 


book that the author does not men- 
tion but that for me gave it a defin- 
ite charm and set it apart 
from 


many other stories on the- same 
theme. Perhaps the writer was not 
even conscious of it. The book has 
a better sustained need of gentle 
melancholy than I have found in 
any novel for a long time. Its charm 
in this book lieTMn the fact'that 
it seems exactly .right. It must be 
remembered that the story is being 
told by an old man whoso life is 
drawing to a close. He looks back 
across the span of his normal life 
to his youth. Tito disilluslonments 
o'f his mature life, not referred to 
in tho book, arc in this mood of mel- 
ancholy, the failures and the grad- 
ual loss of ecstasy. In this mood he 
undertakes, to tell the story of the 
ono great overmastering ecstasy of 
his youth. What could be more cor- 
rect than that he should keep up 
a quiet mood of melancholy? Cor- 
rect but extremely difficult. Not one 
writer in ten would have been able 
io carry it off without ever stepping 
out of the character in the course 
of tho story. 


It is qualities like that that set a 


novel apart and makes it stand out.

When Sowed During Fall 


Fall sowing of seeds of many per- 


ennials has be?n 'found to be a very 
practical means of securing 
good 


germination, particularly of seeds of 
these plants usually slow and uncer- 
tan. The delphinium is one of them. 
Seed of the globe flower or trollius 
will not germinate until it has had a 
whiter of thawlnsr and freezing, even 
if sown as soon as ripe In midsum- 
mer. 


Any of tho slow germinating per- 


ennials may be sown now. Among 
these are delphiniums, columbines, 
the'various irises such as tall beard- 
ed, Japanese, and 
Siberian, prim- 


roses, meadow 
rues and 
others-

that have voted to enter the chain. 
Of the latter sum the First Wiscon- 
sin National bank alone had $906,- 
524 the largest of any of the sums 
on deposit over the state. 


State treasurer Solomon Levitan, 


chairman of the board of directors of 
the Commercial National bank of this 
city, one that has voted to enter the 
chain, controls the amounts of state 
money deposited. 


Gov. Kohler. director of tho First

cently, he distributed a million dol- 
lars in cash to his employes. 


He doesn't -look more than 50, 


bit Bamberger is 74. The store Sn 
which he began selling out a ban* 
rupt stock 37 yearsXago. and built 
nto an institution which grossel 
(35.001,214 last year, became more 
than a one-man job. So. to every- 
one's suprlse, hie sold it to the R. H 
Macy Co., In NeW^-York' City. 


"Youth counts in business today." 


te said. "Young men find it easier 
to run large enterprises. 
I *iu 


stepping aside to let youth take th? 
helm. 'I wanf to be relieved of re- 
spons'bZllty." 


RETIREMENT PROTESTED 


Newark protested. 
"You aren't 


old. Mr. Bamberger." business men 
said. "You're in the prime of life. 
We won't let you retire." 


But the merchant never had been 


a man who could not face facts. 
'I'm old," he, repeated. "You can't 
.ell by appearances. I need a rest, 
and I'm going to have it." 


Maybe there is contentment for 


him in the knowledge that the busi- 
ness now can go on without his aid. 
5ut Bamberger still goes to his or- 
flee every day. 
Employes see ht a 


about the store, just as they a'- 
vays have, and feel that times have- 
n't changed much after all. 


A_ few days after he announced 


his retirement, Bamberger called ir. 
236 members of his staff of more 
ban 4,000 persons. All of those call- 
ed had served him fifteen years or 
more—worked behind his counters, 
driven his trucks, and bought his 
goods. Ostensibly, the boss wanted 
Lo say good-bye, but he said it with 
checks. 


$29,000 TO OLD EMPLOYE 


The largest one went to Artha • 


F. Relnhardt, a division superinten- 
dent of floorwalker, who has bee-i 
with him since the store was started. 
The check was for $20,000. 
The 


others received gifts of $1,000 or 
mere. 


"We were not so surprised by hi* 


generosity as outsiders were," Rein 
hardt said. "It was like Mr. Bam- 
berger to do that. I have kno 
him since we both worked behin.1 
the same counter, and he has new 
changed since then." 


Bamberger explained that his gift" 


were made because the store had 
no fixed pension system. "It has 
been our policy for years to retire 
employes under invidvidual arrange- 
ments. I am relinquishing contrA 
and I wanted to be sure those w'io 
were so loyal to me would be taken 
care of." 


This was typical of Bamberger 


—of the generosity and the farsight- 
edness that built up his great bust 
ness. Bamberger Is literally a mer 
chant prince—and, they'll tell you 
a prince of a merchant. 


Slowly but very surely" he built 


up a store that Is regarded In New- 
ark as an Important factor in civic 
life. He was as conservative as .the 
slogan he selected for his establish- 
ment, "One .of 
America's 
Great 


Stores." 
( 
And in one of those very occa- 


sional moments when he talked about 
himself, he said that the only flxed 
policy ho' had when he started fa: 
was this: 


"I made up my mind that nothing 


ever would be done in any enter 
prise with which I was concerned 
that I would ever have to be ashani 
ed of." 


NOTABLE FOR HIS RESERVE 
He came from two families of 


merchants, and moved to Newark 
from Baltimore, after a short in- 
terlude vas buyer for a San Francis- 
co house. He.selected Newark rath- 
er than its larger neighbor New 
York City, for a business locatinr-, 
and took a chance on Market street 
as a location when Broad street was 
the established shopping artery— 
even though he had to wait for ar. 
other store to declare bankrupts}- 
before he could get the location lie 
wanted. 


His beginning was small, and In 


the old 'days he was often behind the 
counter himself. He knew all his 
employes, and often their families. 


e1 knew every department of hfc 


store, could step Into anyone's shoes, 
and knew the foreign markets from 
which his goods came. That was at 
first. Later* he was seen less in the

He has made large gifts to char- 


ity, and those who know him jay 
that his private philanthropies ar? 
considerable. He nas been the ch'ef 
patron of the Newark museum and 
donated $650,000 for their new bulM- 
Ing. Many of the most valued pos- 
sessions have been donated by him, 
including a complete set of the sis- 
natures of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and a leaf from the first 
Gutenberg Bible. 


The news of the sale of Bamber- 


ger's store was a shock to Newark 
that was mitigated by only one cir- 
cumstance. Bamberger accepted the 
chairmanship of the board of Er- 
ectors and still keeps his old office 
and comes to the store daily so thev 
feel that he watches over its destiny, 
even though he Is no longer its 
navigator.

The .binding is in the finest material, 
stamped in gold with all kinds of 
fancy' designs and with various na- 
tional seals. In green and gold, 
black and gold and red and gold, the 
treaties are a rich-looking pile. 


Soon the loving, tender hands'Of
